Tue occupation’ of Sistova by the- 


Russians seems to ua to be a step of 
considerable importance, Tho town in 
question ia on the Turkish side of the 
Danube, and, although not a place of 
great strength, yet with Sistova in their 
possession, thers. appeara to, bo nothing 
to prevent ‘the Russians from pouring 
their troops across the river at the spot, 
and making the. town a.-basis for fature 
operations, From Sistova’a road runs to 
Tirnova, and thence right through the 
Schipka Pass of the Balkans to Adrian- 
ople, a town for which the Russians must 
aim by whatever route they crosi the 
mountains. ~The distance from Sistova 
‘to Adrianople is about 180 miles, and 
this is undoubtedly ‘one of the most 
direct routes from the Danube to the 
Turkish capital, The description given 
lof the route is “difficult in places, but 
passable throughout for all arms,” which 
is more than is seid for. any ‘of the other 
“routes leading from the Danube to either 
Adrianople or Constantinople, The re 
moval of the Russian head-quarters to 
Simnitza, a town on the Danube almost 
opposite Sistova, digo seem to indicate 
‘that the important operations are intend- 
ed in this direction. Altogether we are 
inclined to think that one division of 
the Russian army at least will endeavour 
to reach Adrignople ‘via Sistova and tho 
Rchipka Pass, Tho permanent defences 
of Sistova mainly consist, wo believe, of 
a citadel, and judging from the wording 
of the telegram—“ that the Turks have 
been, driven. from their entrenchments 
and “fighting « is. still proceeding"—we 
should not be surprised to learn that the 
citadel: is still holding out,

He was 
alao a shareholder in the new Sugar Refinery 
galled the Oriental Sugar Refinery, at Wan- 
chai, and was known as Wong Yum Ting 
otherwise, Wabee. The plaintiffs claim 
was that in the month of July 1876, she gave 
$2,800 into the ouatody of the defendant 
for security, bearing interest in the mean- 
time at the rate of one per cent per month. 
The answers to the petition were tothe 
effet, that the defendant had never received 
into his oustody the $2,800, nor any money 
for deposit whatever from the plaintiff. 
The plaintiff formerly lived in Shanghai and 
had acquired some property, Sho. made 
the acquaintance f the defendant while in 
Shanghai and was then induced to come 
down to Hongkong with him, on the 
defendant’a promising to make her his 4th 
wife, Shortly before arrival heré the 
defendant asked the plaintiff whether-she 
had any money or valuables with her. The 
plaintiff replied that she had $2,800 with 
her. The ‘defendant. therupon ‘said that 
it would not safe that she should have 


so much money, about her, Hongkong not. 


being so sectiré-.as it was before. Tho 
plaintiff told him that she intended to 
deposit her money in the bank, but the 
defendant pointed out the inconvenience 
of. having her money in the bank and 
offered to give her 12 per cent, interost 
if she would give him the $2,8U0 into his 
charge. The plaintiff accordingly deposited 
thie money with him. It appeared that 
there was another woman to whom the 
defendant had made a similar representa- 
tion, and she saw the $2,800 paid over to 
the defendant. The plaintiff camo to 
Hongkong with the defendant aud then 
went.to Canton to live with him, but she 
finally left him in consequence of a dis- 
agreement, and came back to Hongkong.

MARINE COURT OF ENQUIRY. 

A Court of Enquiry was held to-day at 
the Harbour Master’s Offies to investigate, 
into the circumstances attending the ground- 
ing of the British steamer Thales. The 
Court comprised the following gentlemen :— 
‘Hon. C. Mey, Chief Police Magistrate (Pre- 
sident) ; H. G. Thomuett, Esq., R. N., Har- 
bour Master; R, MoMurdo, Esq., Govern- 
.ment Marine Surveyor ; Captain G. Roberts 
master British ship Gryfe; and C, Morland 
Kerr, Esq. fey as : 

Charles Coles sworn stated:—I am .a 
mastermariner. I hold a certificate as such, 
I am master of the British steamer Thales, 
I leit nas ae 9th March lest, 
bound for Cooktéwa, with 500 Chinese 
passe ors anda generaloargo. On the-24th 

I passed through Princes of Wales’ 
channel; the weather was fine, Ince Point 
bore S, at 10 minutes after noon of ‘same 
day, distant 1 mile. I then shaped my 
course 8, E. by E.3 E, My oompaases had 
very little deviation ; I corrected them every 
day. The weather was fine and clear. 
From: Hey Rook I steered to pass within a 
mile of Cambridge Point; I passed Cam- 
‘bridge ‘Point at 2.20 p.m, Iwas on the 
bridge the whole time. I have been through 
Cooktown in January. and again on return- 
to Hongkong. After anne Cambridge 
Point J altered the course to'S. by E., had 
a man inthe chains; he reported no bottom 
at 10 and 11 fethoms, We were steaming 
rabout-8-or@ ‘knots. Icould see distinctly 
the way I was going, sq there was no 
necessity to slacken the speed. I[t was 
whilst on that course that we struck; we 
had been then 10 minutes on the course. 
She struck very heavily and lurched, first to 
starboard lightly and then yery heavily to 
port and back again to starboard, - I thought 
yehe. was going to, capsize, The whole 
occurrence did not take more than 10 or 12 
soconds, We were drawing 16 feet 6 inches 
forward and aft when.we left Hongkong. 
We trimmed the coals during the passage. 
I judge that her draught was altered to 16 
feet aft and 16 feet forward. . After the 
second lurch to starboard the vessel was 
afloat. ‘The man in the chains reported no 
bottom at 15 fathoms when she struck. I 
stopped the engines; she did not lose her way 
when she struck. As soon as I found the 
vessel was afloat I gave orders by telegraph 
to goahead again, and told the carpenter 
and chief mate to sound the pumps. They 
reported no water in either of the holds. 

en the ship struck I took the bearing of 
Albany Rock and saw Cambridge Point. 
right- astern. Albany Rock bore 8. by 
W.3W. I was still steering 8, by E. from 
Cambridge Point, to press within -a mile of 
Albany Rock. The Brothers were on our 
port bow, but I cannot say for certain how 
many points; I did not take particular 
notice of them.
